WE reproduce the following excel- 


lant commercial article from the Chi- 
cago Times of a recent date: 


Mr. Ellison, the standard authority 


in Great Britain on the cotton trade, 
has issued his review for the year end* 
ed September 30, 18SO. He reports 
that Great Britain consumed 3,350,000 
bales of 400 pounds each, or 507,000 
bales more than during the preced- 
ing year, and the stock on spinners' 
hands was the same at the end of the 
year as at the beginning. The con- 
sumption on the continent was 2,725,- 
OtO bales, or 129,000 bales more than 
during the preceding year, and spin- 
ners' held 137,000 bales, against 94,000 
the year before. The increase in. con- 
sumption in Great Britain was about 
•17.8 per cent., on the continent, a lit- 
tle less than 5 per cent., and in all Eu- 
rope, 11.CO per cent. 


The total consumption in all Europe 


was 243,000,000 pounds. The total 
export from the United States for the 
year ending June 30, 1880, was 1,622,- 
001,114.. The periods covered by Mr. 
Ellison's review and the report of our 
bureau of statistics are not the same, 
but they are nearly enough to show 
that this country supplies Europe with 
about three-fourths of all the cotton 
it consumes. Still we can undoubted- 
ly increase our sales in Europe, es- 
pecially if consumption goes on in- 
creasing, unless serious changes occur 
in the conditions of production in the 
southern states. 


Attention may properly be called 


in this connection, to the fact that 
the southern planters supply Europe 
with three-fourths of the cotton it 
consumes in the face of competition 
with the "pauper labor" of India and 
other countries that produce cotton. 
They have no protection against this 
competition, and they cannot have 
any accept in the form of a bounty on 
exports, and yet they market not far 
from two-thirds of their great staple 
crop abroad. 
And as they do, not- 


withstanding the fact that they are 
handicapped by heavy duties on near- 
ly everything they have to buy—their 
salt, sugar, clothicg, implements, 
drugs, iron and steel, and a thousand 
other things. It is the policy of our 
government to tax their industry for 
the encouragement of the manufact- 
uring industries. The people of the 
southern states are more dependant 
upon the foreign market than the peo- 
of any other part of the country, they 
enjoy less of what little benefit is to 
be derived from .the "home market" 
of wbich the -protectionests have so 
much to say, and their great industry 
is one which can not be protected 
against pauper labor. Is it any won- 
der, then, that they favor a tariff for 
re venue only? Assuredly not. With 
the exception of the comparatively 
few who are interested in the produc- 
tion of sugar, rice and sumac, they are 
in favor of a tariff for revenue only, 
not as that phrase is defined by Mr. 
Speaker liandall, and other platform 
expounders, but in its true meaning, 
because they do not see the justice of 
taxing their industry for the support 
of unprofitable industries.

How They Go Down tt» Mountains. 


(San Fraacuco Argus.] 


The California ranchmen have wonder- 


ful aptitude for driving, and one tees 
tome pretty good examples among the 
hills. The road down the mountain aides 
a entirely unguarded on the outer edge, 
and the descent in most places U precipi- 
tous. 
A balky horse, or a fractured 


wheel, or a slight carelessness in hand- 
ling the reins, might easily send a car- 
riage-load of people to destruction—and 
an awful destruction, too. 


The path is wide enough for one pair 


of wheels only, but at intervals, it broad- 
ens, so that teams may paw each other. 


The huge lumber teams which carry 


wood from "the milk in the mountains to 
the yards in the valleys, are especially 
hard to manage. Yet the drivers always 
seem easy and nonchalant First there 
is a large four-wheeled oaken track with 
a seat in front ten feet above the ground; 
behind it is another track, somewhat 
shorter, but still enormously stout These 
are fastened together and loaded with 
from 10 to 15 tons of freshly sawn lum- 
ber—boards and joists. 


This mass is drawn by six or eight 


mules or hones, guided by reins anal e 
prodigiously long whip. The first wagon 
has a powerful brake, worked by a long 
iron lever by the driver upon his seat 
The driver tea man of nerve and cour- 
age. It will not do for him to take fright 
even if in imminent danger, and he must 
know to a hair's breadth where he can go 
and where he can not. 


But a beholder—ignorant of the dan- 


ger that constantly surrounds him— 
would say that his work was simple, and 
that he managed matters with ease. 
True it seems so. With his sinewy 
hands holding the reins with carelessness, 
his legs outstretched, with one foot feel- 
ing the all-important brake, he jogs on- 
ward with his monster charge without 
trouble or concern; the bells upon the 
horses' breasts jingle a little tune; the 
great wheels crush the stones in the path, 
the load creaks Hire a ship's hull in a sud- 
den gust; wild birds sweep down into 
hazy, sunny depths below; yet the driv- 
er seems to take no heed. 


But let a "scare" take place; let a herd 


of runaway cattle appear at a bend and 
set the horses wild, and then see what 
will happen.. The day dreamer will be- 
come a giant of strength; he is up in a 
flash; he shortens his hold upon the 
reins, and feeling bis wagon start up be- 
neath him, places a foot of iron on the 
brake. The horses snort and rear and 
surge; the harnesses rattle, the dust aris- 
es, the load shrieks again, and the huge 
wheels .turn fatally faster and faster. 
An instant may hurl the wagon down 
into the valley with its struggling train— 
a mad rush to the other side of the way 
may end all in one humble plunge. 
Muscle, eye, brain, skill are then brought 
to work so splendidly together that the 
peril is avertM, and the looker-on, who 
knows not the lay of the land, regards 
the teamster with profound respect 
thereafter.

The contempt once felt by dwellers in 


cities,for thoae in the "proruioe*" ii in 
thia country gradually psating away. In- 
deed, the nun or woman who nevertome* 
In contact with rural life, but whose 
right, habits and thoughts are bounded 
by city street*, mia*8 a great deal of life 
that would develop and expand him. 
His narrowness and bigotry are just as 
legitimate objects of contempt on the 
part of the "granger" as the granger**" 
lack of acquaintance with municipal 
fashions are for him. 


He whose knowledge of the world is 


confined to the avenues and alleys along 
which he walks with monotonous routine 
and to the types of citizen created by 
city life, knows only half of the varied 
panorama which makes up what is called 
"the world." He is but baked on one 
side by the artificial heat of the social 
conservatory under metropolitan roofs, 
not ripened by the natural sun of a wid- 
er outdoor growth in the freer and fresh- 
er rural community. 


The lack of social stimulus in the coun- 


try is a pre-eminent disadvantage; but 
so to the city dweller is the want of the 
calmer and more contemplative mood of 
country life. A mixture of the two, to a 
certain extent, is now the tendency in 
this coutry. 


There is to be no overshadowing me- 


tropolis in the United States. The con- 
tinent is so wide, the habit of travel so 
common and transportation so ready, 
that our system is dividing itself into 
many social groups. Every State is 
"growing*1 its large city; every section, 
its metropolis 
New York, relatively, 


is sinking, and Boston, Philadelphia, Bal- 
timore, Cincinnati, Chicago, at. Louis 
and San Francisco rising, to a common 
level; while Cleveland, Louisville, De- 
troit, Indianapolis, Pittsburg, Hartford 
and others of that croup are becoming 
central impulses and focuses for the 
States or parts of States which surround 
them. All, or nearly ,all, have the ad- 
vantages of the largest cities, without 
the disadvantages of overcrowding. 


There is to be- in this country no Paris, 


London, or Berlin. The generally dif- 
fused wealth will allow country residents 
to make frequent visits to the cities, 
which will be placed more and more 
within their easy reach. And as the 
suburbs of our cities shall stretch away 
until they almost imperceptibly blend 
into the villages which succeed them and 
which in turn will mingle in a protract- 
ed and unbroken settlement, so the dis- 
tinctions between city and country life 
are likely to dissolve into one another, 
until the narrow-minded man will be he 
who clings to his dark and narrow corner 
in the city; and not he who lives in the 
open space and comes into the city for 
his merchandise and his amusement
